Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

In this same connection, the compound of 
formula (2) is novel as the prior art fails to teach those compounds of formula (2) where 
R is a sulfonyl group. Therefore, the prior art fails to provide motivation to those of 
ordinary skill to modify known process to include a final product that is a compound of 
formula (2).
